It will prove beneficial te the country, 
as tar as Indian matters are concerned, 
at least, that Gen. Pope has thought pro- 
per to ake a tour of inspection through 
Colorado and New Mexico. From per- 
sonal observation, and from information 
derived directly from leading practical 
men of those Territories, he will be bet- 
ter able to comprehend the real difficult- 
ies involved in our relations with the In- 
dians, and to mature a policy therefrom 
more conducive to peace and safety than 
could be acquired or educed from the 
entire batch of Superintendent Reports 
now in the archives of the Interior De- 
partment. The General, if we mistake. 
not, will find but few individuals in Col 
orado who are disposed to wax to an in- 
tense heat ef indignation at the Sand 
Creek massacre. 


Gen. Pope was at Denver, in consulta- 
tion with the citizens on this subject, on 
last Friday week. He stated that he did 
not think the-American people would 
ever consent to an avowed policy of ex- 
termination—a remark suuwing pretty 
clearly the direction of the feeling of bis 
auditory. As faras his examination had 
formed an opinion or plan, he thought 
the best way was to collect the Indians 
and by treaty or force remove them to 
some point on the Missouri or ee 
pi rivers, where provisions could be 
cheaply supplied, and where they could 
be — as the wards of the Govern- 
ment. 


General Pope will learn a great deal in 
Colorado, but much more in New Mexi- 
co, where, perhaps the most incorrigible 
tribes are seated, and where more ex- 
periments have been tried for their sub- 
jugation or pacification than anywhere ; 
else. It could be wished that the inter- 
ests now manifested in this matter had 
been elivited years ago. It would, pos- 
sibly, have saved the occurrence of many 
atrocities which crimsoned the road to 
our Territories with the blood of thou- 
sands of men, women and children, and 
robbed the enterprising of their sub- | 
stanceand wealth. It is almost toodate 
now, as an independent reform, to pro- 
duce results which it might then have 
accomplished; for other agencies will 
soon be brought into requisition, suffi- 
ciently potent, to quell all Indian hostili- 
ties. The completion of the railroads to 
Denver, Salt Lake and Albuquerque, as 
now preposed, would reduce the Indians 
very suddenly to quiet and oyder. It is 
not improbable that their numbers might 
melt rapidly away before such agencies.
